state. 


While all agricultural authorities 


at the state 
capital agreed this 


morning that the damage to fruit 
had been verj great, earlv reports 
were so meager that an exact sum- ! 
rnary could not be made 
Reports from northern Ohio indi- 


cated that all early fruits had suf- 
fered, but .that later fruits, which 
are not yet in bloom, did not suffer

out in America and British annals is 
the Mississippi Bubble, a vast devel- 
opment scheme in which thousands 
lost their savings. The recent Ponz: 
scheme was not precisely a blue sky 
scheme, as there was no stock selling 
involved, but probably new legisla- 
tion will be framed to include such 
enterprises. 
Certainly any federal 


blue sky commission would be likely 
to inquire into such schemes as soon 
as it starting operating, even though 
the law did not provide specifically 
for curbing such schemes of frenzied 
finance. 
Official inquiry into the 


basis of fraudulent schemes usually 
Is sufficient to burst tiie bubble with- 
out any other action. 


It is rumored that a number of 


brilliant American adventurers have 
gone to Russia to obtain concessions 
thore on which they plan shortly to 
sell shares in the United States. Of- 
ficials, aware of their activities will 
issua proper warnings when it be- 
comes necessary, as it has been as- 
certained that the plans of the pro- 
moters do not include any real value 
behind their proposed stock issues. 
These promoters realize that Russia 
is far enough away to prevent tho- 
rough investigation by prospective 
stock purchasers, and yet a suffi- 
ciently romantic part of the world, 
under present circumstances, to lure 
adventurous 
investors 
to take a 


chance on making a sudden fortune 
out of radium or anything else the 
glib-torigued salesmen may suggest. 


The federal trade commission is 


now engaged in the compilation of a 
report embodying- a survey of the 
"blue sky" situation. There is strong 
belief that upon receipt of this re- 
port congress at last will act for the 
protection of American investors .

Building the Aerial. 


By FRANK I. SOLAR. 


(Instructor of Manual Training, De- 


troit High Schools.) 


Tho first thing to be considered 


when installing a receiving radio set 
is the aerial. While it is possible to 
use- the bed springs, an eaves trough, 
or most any metal railing, an es- 
pecially erected aerial Is the most 
satisfactory. 


It may be put up indoors and the 


wires stretched across the ceiling of 
the attic or any other room where it 
is convenient. Some aerials I have 
seen have been strung from the pic- 
ture molding on one side of a room 
to (he moulding on the other side. 
Two coat hangers, one hung at each 
molding, make good "stretchers." 


If you wish to put an aerial up 


out-of-doors, however, boar in mind 
that the higher from the ground and 
I ho longer the antenna (the wires 
stretched between 
tho masts) the 


more satisfactory the results. Excel- 
lent results may be obtained from 
an aerial To to 150 feet in length 
placed from 30 to 50 feet above the 
ground. Tho antenna, should be al- 
lowed to stiff a little to it can blow 
in th« bretstc. 
,

It takes the average boy with a set of tools that is by no means 
elaborate no more than twenty-four hours to construct the receiving 
set described in this series. The construction is simple and clearly 
explained. 


Start making a set today. 


For small sets used to receive 


from short distances most any kind 
of wire, either insulated or bare, will 
do for the antenna. I suggest that 
you use No. 14 copper wire, or bare 
aluminum wire. For guy wires use 
No. 10 or 12 telephone wire

The four-wire aerial in fig- 


ure 1, which is about 75 or 80 feet 
long, is about right for sending this 
wave length The masts, which are 
fastened and braced to Uic peaks of 
the roof, mny be any length 
Tho 


stretchers should be about 9 feot 
long and Iho wires spaced an equal 
distance apart on the stretchers. At 
the free end, M, the wires of the 
antenna may or many not he con- 
ncctvd with «*ch other. At the other 


end, N, from which the "lead in" .is 
taJcen. each wire of the antenna 
should be connected to the one that 
leads inside to the instrument. 


At figure 2 is shown a short-wire 


aerial which has its masts fastened 
to the front and back of the house. 
Figure 3 shows bicycle rims or bar- 
rel hoops used as stretchers. They 
may be used when It is not conveni- 
ent to use long stretchers. 


Figure 4 is an aerial stretched 


from the garage, or arty other out- 
house, to the house. Figure 5 shows 
the aerial wired to chimney* On an 
apartment building. 


At A and B in figure 6 Is shown 


how ordinary porcelnin cleats or 
glass pony insulators are used where 
the antenna !• connected 
to the 
•prwuleri. 


The oneAvire aerial insulted as 


shown in figure 7, was made as long 
as possible, is the easiest type to 
erect and it gives good results. The 
loose ends may be strung on strong 
screw-eyes between the house and 
the barn, a tree or post. 


A lightning switch, to serve as a 


protection in case of storms, may 
be purchased, but 
if it 
is large 


enough to be of any great account, 
it will rather be expensive. Direc- 
tions for making one are given in 
my drawing. 
Use copper sheeting 


1-8 inch thick or thicker. A cement 
base is made. Pour the cement into 
a small wooden box when you make 
the base. While the cement is still 
soft, put pegs Into it and then, when 
it has "become quite firm, but not 
quite hard, pull them out, leaving 
holes through which the screws may 
be driven to fasten the switch to the 
window sill. The contact posts of 
the switch should also be placed in 
the cement while it is hardening. 


A porcelain tube, or one of rub- 


ber or glass may be used to insulate 
the "lead" wire where It passes 
through the window sash to the In- 
strument.

COOK BOOK 


Spinach Greens 
Two pounds spinach, 1 teaspoon 
salt, 1 tablespoon butter, 1-8 tea- 
spoon pepper. 


Wash spinach through warm water 
first. 
Then wash through three or 


four cold waters. Pick each head 
over carefully and cut the root to 
loosen the leaves after washing. 
Shake put each handful of spin- 
ach as it is cleaned, but do not drain. 
Put in a kettle with a tight fitting 
cover and cook half an hour. 


Spinach cooked this way without 


any water except what clings to the 
leaves is always a dark rich green 
and very tender. All the juices of 
the vegetables are preserved and not 
cooked out into a lot of water that 
must be drained off 


When the spinach Is tender re- 


move the co-ver and cook down the 
juice, 
if there is any, 
or dram 


through a wire sie\e. Season with 
salt, pepper and butter and chop. 


Reheat and serve in a hot vege- 
table dish. If the family will eat it 
this way, do not drain, but season 
and chop and serve on hot buttered 
toast -with the juice poured over the 
whole.

LEGAL POINTS FOR 


AUTOMOBILE OWNER 


(Ky SAMUEL WANT.) 


A recent enactment oC the Massa- 
chusetts legislature denies the use 
of tho public liiglnvajs to motor 
vehicles \uth an outside width In 
excess of ninety six inches. 
An- 
other statute limits, the lengths of 
the vehicle, including the load, but 
exclusive of trailers, 
to 
twenty- 


eight feet, but provides that 
the 
' local authorities may in particular 
cases authorize un increased length 
of \chiclo and load under proper 
restrictions. 
This 
exception 
pre- 


sumably co\crs the transportation 
of 
such 
exceptional 
material as 
girders for contraction purposes, 
theatrical 
equipment, 
machinery, 


etc.

A New York statute just ap- 


proved prohibits the driving oC a 
motor truck or trailer on highways 
outside of citK'S where the v.idth of 
tho body, inclusive of load, is more 
ihan eight feet, or whore the height 
Irom the pavement to the top of the 
vchlclo or load is more than twelve 
feet six inches; this statute further 
pro\idcs that nhere the combined 
M eight is more than 55,000 pounds 
the load -mst be so distributed that 
there fha.il not be more than ejfeht 
hundred pounds an inch in width 
on any one •wheel. 


Another recent statute ot Massa- 
chusetts prohibits the operation of 
any taxicab, commercial vehicle- or 
motor truck so constructed, equip- 
ped or loaded that the dri\ er has not 
an unobstructed view of the high- 
way in the rear, unless it carries a 
mirror or reflector so placed as to 
afford tha operator a clear view of 
the highway In the rear. 


A recent "Washington decision em- 


phasizes tho futility oC making mis- 
representations for the purpose of 
obtaining lower insurance rates upon 
automobiles. 
The purchaser of a 


eecond-hand car, a 1910 model for 
which he had paid $2,000, stated in 
Ins application for fire insurance 
that the car -nas new, a 1911 model, 
and that he had paid $3,400 for it. 
The insurance rates on a 1910 model 
are much higher than those on a 
1S11 model. The car was destroved 
by fire, and when a claim V.SLS filed 
under the policy, the insurance com- 
pany refused to pay the loss, con- 
tending that the misrepresentations 
up on which the policy had been ob- 
tained rendered it void. The owner 
of the car admitted his mis-state- 
ments, but claimed that he was en- 
titled to tho amount of the insur- 
ance less the 
dlfferem-9 
in 
the 


amount of premiums representing 
the increased rates for a 1910 model. 
In the lower court the owner ob- 
tained a verdict, but this was re- 
versed by the supreme court. This 
court applied the well-settled prin- 
ciple of law that intentional mis- 
statements of fact which result in 
obtaining a lower rate of insurance 
render the policy absolutely void, 
rsot even the premiums paid can be 
recovered in such a case. 
In a recent New York case it ap- 


peared that a hospital furnished am- 
bulance service for the state under a 
yearly 
contract. 
Through negli- 


gence of the driver of one of the 
pinbulances engaged in this service 
v. pedestrian was injured. He could 
not recover .damages against the 
state, although the ambulance -was 
in use for its benefits, because th<j 
•-tale is not subject to suit without 
Us consent. He, therefore, sued the 
hospital. Tihicb vas the owner of the 
ambulance and the employer of the 
<irner. The hospital contended that 
it was entitled to the state's immu- 
nity from suit when engaged in the 
service of the state, just as any 
branch 
of the state government 


•would be. The court of appeals of 
Xew Tork, did not accept this view. 
howe\er. and held that the hospital 
was responsible for the consequences 
of its driver's negligence. 
Workmen's 
compensation 
laws, 


providing for the compulsory pay- 
ment of a fixed scale of compensa- 
tion for injuries 
received or 
for 


deaths incurred in industries involv- 
ing risk or hazard, apply in most 
states 
to 
automobile 
and 
truck 


drivers, but are limited to accidents 
which occur when the workmen is \ 
engaged in the performance of his j 
duties. In a recent Ohio case one 
of the drivers of a taxicab company 
reported for work in an intoxicated 
condition. lie was ordered to go 
home. 
He started away, but re- 


turned to go into the garage lava- 
tory. On his way there he fell down 
an open elevator shaft. It was de- 
cided that this case did not come 
•within the benefits of the workmen's 
compensation law. 
In prcoeclirsr articles in this scries 


attention has been called to a num- 
ber of cases holding garage owners 
i esponsiblo for cars which were 
stolen from their premises. A par- 
allel line of decisions deals with the 
liabilltv of a. garage owner where 
lie delivers ;t patron's car to tb<»: 
•wrong person, cither as a result of; 
negligence or through an innocent | 
mistake due to the fraud of the i 
person who gets possesion of the j 


car. In a recent Delaware case the 
court applied the rule, already well 
settled, that under either of the con- 
ditions mentioned the garage owner 
is responsible for a patron's car de- 
lliered to the wrong person and 
thereby lost to the owner. 


A truck driver la not guilty of 
negligence, gO as to render his em- 
ployer liable for ensuing accident to 
a pedestrian, because of his failure 
to blow his horn and reduce his 
speed when he saw a pedestrian di- 
rectly ahead of him In the road, 
where he was" led to believe that the 
pedestrian was aware of tho proxim- 
ity of th« truck and was proceeding 
to fet out of its path. 
It was so 


held in a recent Missouri case, the 
facts of which 'show that the pedes- 
trian suddenly became frightened 
and confused and was run down be- 
fore the driver was able to discern 
the danger. 


In a recent Xew York case it is 


held that where an automobile ran 
Into the rear Of a wagon on a dark 
night, there being no lights in the 
rear of the wagon as required by 
law, proof of this fact alone is suf- 
ficient to absolve the motorist from 
liability for the damages resulting 
from the accident, without the ne- 
cessity of proof on the part of the 
motorist that he was exercising due 
care and complying with all legal 
requirements on his own part at the 
time of the accident.
